Sophomore History 


[Extract from the New York Minutely Herald of 5973.) 

ROFESSOR Digemup of the antiquarian firm of Digemup & Sellem, 
one of the first firms to enter the recently organized Diluvian Dis- 
coveries Combine, capitalized at $500,000,000.00, has made some very 
interesting discoveries in Ward 93, Section 412, of Borough K, one of 
the easterly boroughs of the city. Working at the corner of Y-59738th 

St., and H-291st Ave., some marvelous remains were unearthed. During the 
excavations for the new 24th level subway, some miliographs of which are shown 
on page 566 of this issue, a curious little building, only four stories high, was 
disinterred. When some broken stones that were found near the entrance to 
this hut were pieced together, the following letters resulted:

Within the building, which is assumed to be a relic of the Rooseveltian or Big 
Stick age, were found the tracks, remains and implements of many ancient 
creatures, some of which are entirely new to the investigators, while others belong 
to the well-known, though largely extinct species. Just inside the door, and sur- 
rounded by several hundred rusty and broken fencing foils was found a skeleton 
of the Wilkinsonia family a rare variety, noted for its habit of sleeping fourteen 
hours a night. A specimen of a kindred genus, the Royceian, whose chief 
characteristic is that of sleeping twenty-six hours of the twenty-four, was also 
discovered. 

One remarkable creature, whose legs resembled a giraffe’s, and whose trunk 
was similar to that of a Dachshund, at first caused the learned professor some 
trouble, it being impossible to say whether it belonged to the Beckwitheolus 
or the Rodsmithuridae, but when Dr. V. V. Sectem declared that: the cranium 
had expanded three sizes in a single night, its connection with the Beckwithe- 
olus genus was proved. Dr. Will U. Pheelem, the famous bump expert and in- 
ventor of the painless bump-the-bumps at Coney Island, recognized the Dib- 
blopeda and Guildibrancii, two rare genera of the curiosa family, by the bumps 
of inquisitiveness, which in these specimens reached seven and three-quarters 
inches. The Doctor was also greatly struck by a specimen of the Stonereis, 
whose bump of Interest-infemina he pronounced the largest he had ever seen. 
This bump was also abnormally developed in a specimen of the Winslowviae 
found near by. 

A little digging near the cash drawer in the basement brought to light the 
remains of the biped Schlesinger, a creature almost human. The right paw was 
tightly clasped around some object, and when the fingers had been laboriously 
plied apart with a crowbar, the object was found to be an old ten cent piece. 

Among the more common species were those of the Bailyipede, the Casei- 
poles, and the Wrightcarpi, three creatures analagous to the bee tribe, both 
in the habit of buzzing and the utilization of male attendants. : 

The afore-mentioned Dibblopeda was by far the rarest specimen in this 
valuable collection, and is best described in the professor’s own words: “‘ After 
some study I have classed this with the Balangossus Intodermia. In this speci- 
men the ciliated embryonic gastrula encircles the involution of the parietal 
blastoderm, which restricts the deuterostomatus mesoblast to the perivisceral 
or pleuroperitonal ectosare. It is, however, schizocelous, but the pelvic ole- 
cranon exceeds the arbuscularflabelleform.’’ This description seems to us so 
accurate that further comment is needless.

An Offer to Girls of a Scholarship by the College Club, 
Springfield, Massachusetts 


The College Club offers an annual gift of $200, payable in two installments, September 
1 and February 1. A Scholarship will be awarded only to a girl who is in special need of 
such assistance. 

The College Club wants the privilege of giving this help to a girl of the good home- 
loving and home-making sort, with common sense, resource, initiative and persistence. 
She must have good health. She must rank wellin scholarship, but it is quite as important 
that she have tact and sympathy and some germ of leadership and humanity. 

Applications for this year’s Scholarship must be in the hands of the Secretary of the 
Scholarship Committee of the College Club by May 1. The candidate shall make a written 
application, giving three references, one of whom shall be the Principal of her School, and 
the others, instructors. Should the prospective holder of the Scholarship wish to retain 
it another year, she must make application before March 1, 1906. 

A notice of the decision of the Committee will be sent to each candidate by June 1, 
of each year, except in case of reappointment, when notice of the same will sent to the 
Principals of the schools interested, by March 15 of that year.

The William Rice Scholarship 


The authorities of Wesleyan University have offered two Scholarships, each of $200, to 
pupils entering Wesleyan from the Central High School. One is to be awarded every 
two years. The awarding of the Scholarship is left entirely to the Faculty of the High 
School. Each Scholarship covers the entire expense of tuition for the four years’ course 
at the University. The first was awarded to John Barwis Vanhorn, of the Class of 1904. 
The second will be awarded this year, and in 1908 the first will again be available. 


New York University Scholarships 
New York University offers two Scholarships each year, one of $400, covering a four 
years’ course in the College of Arts and Sciences, and one of $100 for one year in the School 
of Applied Science. The choice of the candidate is left to the Faculty, with the provision 
that the pupil be in the first third of the graduating class. Last year the first of these 
was awarded to Nathaniel M. Hurwitz, but the second was not applied for. 
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At the time of the International Peace Congress at Boston the Springfield Board of 
Trade took up the idea of offering prizes for the best essays on the general subject of inter- 
national peace. The Board of Trade apointed a committee to arrange for the offering 
of two prizes for the best essays, the first of twenty dollars, and the second of ten dollars. 
The competition was made open only to Seniors of the Springfield High Schools. The 
committee appointed, consisting of W. G. Wheat, W. W. McClench, and O. H. Merrick, 
decided upon the following terms for the contest: 


Essays not to exceed fifteen hundred words and not to be less than one thousand words. 


2. The subjects of which choice must be made to be announced November 15, 1905, and essays due 
January 15, 1906. 


3. Competitors to be ailowed to consult friends or teachers in regard to authorities, but work of eom- 
= position to be done entirely without assistance. 


4. A special list of reference books and magazine articles to be furnished by the City Library author- 
ities. 


5. In deciding on merits of essays submitted, account to be taken of form, including spelling and 
arrangement of material, subject matter, and the ability shown in presenting facts and conclusions 
clearly and foreibly. 


The committee upon subjects consisting of Rev. P.S. Moxom, Samuel Bowles, and 
Principal William Orr, selected the following: 
History of International Arbitration. 
The Hague Tribunal. 
Economic Reasons for the Abolition of War. 
Moral Reasons for the Abolition of War. 


How May the United States Best Promote International Peace? 


Seven essays were submitted, the merits of which were decided upon by a committee 
consisting of Prof. Anson D. Morse of the Department of History, Amherst College; Prof. 
James W. Crook of the Department of Economics and Prof. George B. Churchill of the 
Department of English Literature. All seven essays were highly complimented by this 
committee, as was the Board of Trade for the wisdom of its enterprise. 

Of the seven, Stanley E. Howard, ’06, won first prize and Bertha J. Howard, ’06, 


won the second prize. Ethel B. Pierce, ’06, and Elizabeth A. Leary, ’06, received honor- 
able mention.
